e Venerable Ruperstition That Is
Amsociated With July 18

Bt Bwithin's day falle on July 15,
auil In Englaond there v a supoerstition
that If It ralns on that date the wue-
ceeding forty days will be wet, and If,
on the contrary, Bt. Swithin's day be
falr  then the succosding twoscore
diaya will Hkewise be plonsant. The su-
perntition ls venerable, for one olid his
torlan remnrks that “St. Swithin, n
holy bishop of Winchester, about the
yonr 800 wan enlled the weeping Bt
Bwithin, for that nbout his fenst Peae-
sepe and Aselll, ralny  constellations,
arise cosmieally nnd commonly cause
ruln"

Another version of the story Is that
the good bishop left orlers at his death
that he should be buried In the open
churchyand and not in the chaneel,
The monks, however, disobeyed the
wiahes of thelr dead and Inid bhim to
rest on July 156 within the minster,
whereupon rain fell heavily aumd con-
tinually til on the fortleth day the of-
fending priests beeame alarmed and
hastened to fulfill thelr dead bishop's
requnest,

Statlsties furnished by the officinls
at Greenwleh observatory discredit the
nccuracy of the whole tale. The Ngures
for one perlod of twenty years go Lo
show that the grenter number of ralny
days after 8t Swithin's day followed a
dry July 15,

OPEN AIR STATE JAIL.

Primitive Place of Conflnement In
Montenegro.

The open alr state jall of Cettinje,
Montenegro, is unigue in Europe, This
primitive place of confinement Is sit-
uated In the principal public square of
the Montenegrin  eapital, Persons
gullty of such minor offenses ns ns-
suult or petty thefts are sentenced to
Inprisonment in the open alr jail. The
prisoners are allowed to roam about
the square at will, the mere fuct that
they have been deprived of thelr weap-
ons belng considered appropriste pun-
fshment., At night the prisoners nre
removed to a room In the town hall,
where they have far more comfortable
quarters than they would have at
bome. The thought of escaping from
thelr open air jall seldom occurs to
them, and even Iif It did there s no
place where they could find refuge. The
Montenegrine are, above all, men of
honor, and were a prisoner to escape
the population of Cettinje would soon
be ot the heels of the fugitive gullty of
having broken his promise not to at-
tempt to escape.—~New York Tribune,
